an interval of Fourteen days at leaft between each fuch period of Three 
Rays. ; . and that all the faid feveral periods of Three days lhall be between 
the twenty-fourth day of Auguft in each year, ..and. the twenty-fourth day 
of February in the year following.

And be it further Enabled, That if at any of the faid periods fo to he 
appointed as aforefaid any /Private Militia Man, of fuCh Regiment, Battalion 
or Corps,,who under the Provilions of , the faid recited Add of the forty- 
fixth year is allowed to enlift, .fliall voluntarily declare his intention of 
enlifting purfuant to the faid Aft, it lhall.be lawful ,for .the Commatidino- 
Officer to dilcharge him -from the faid Militia; and liich .Private Militia 
Man ffiall be enlifted an'd attefted in the Regiment or Corps into which he 
lhall have declared his intention to enlift, and ffiall be entitled to Bounty 
accordingly, in fuch manner, and under fuch Rules, Regulations, Provilions, 
and Direddions in all relpedds as are mentioned, contained, and Ipecilied in 
the laid recited Add, except fo far ..as .the Tame is ...altered or amended by

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Provided always, and' be it En added, That in -cafe the whole number of 
Men allowed to enlift from any Regiment, Battalion or Corps, in any one 
year, under the Provilions of the laid recited Add of the forty-fixth year, 
ffiall have addually declared. their intention of enlifting under the faid recited 
Add, within the firft or any fubfequent period of Three days to be appointed as 
aforefaid, it ffiall not be lawful for the Commanding Officer to appoint any 
.further or other fuch period for fuch Eniiftment-; and that -nothing in this. 
Add contained ffiall extend to authorize the difc.harging from any Regiment, 
Battalion, or Corps of the laid Militia any greater number of Men than 
in the proportion of fifteen Men. for every Company in any -one year, pur- 
lu.cjmt to.the.Prpvifioiis of the faid recited Add.

Provided alfo, and be it Enacted, That in- cafe the whole number of Men rfti.ewi.dk 
fallowed to be-difdmrged in any one year ■’under the provifions of the faid JJKStaJSU 
recited Act of -the forty-fixth year, and this A 61, from any Regiment, Rat- ed by twenty- 
ialion or Corps of Militia, ih all not have voluntarily declared their intention bnlaiy, Lord 
■of entitling .into His Majefty’s Regular Forces or Royal Marines for general Lieutenant 
Service within the faid Six feveral and refpedtive periods of Three days to be final Period 
. appointed for fuch- .enlifting, in manner hereinbefore mentioned, after the Da^for fuck 
t twenty-fourth day of July in any year, and before the twenty-fourth day Volunteering. 

•5 of. February in the year following, it Shall and may be lawful for the Lord 
Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors .of Ireland for the time 
being, by any order to be fignified by his -or their chief Secretary to the 
Commanding Officer of fuch Regiment, Battalion or Corps, to appoint a 
further and final period of Ten days for iuch Enliftment, between fuch 
- twenty-fourth day of February -and the twenty-fourth day of March then 
■ next enfuing;;- and during the laid period of Ten days fo to be appointed, it 
.{hall be lawful for any Private Militia Man in fuch Regiment, Battalion or 
Corps, voluntarily to enlift for general fervice under the regulations of the 
. laid recited Adi of the forty-fixth year, and this A61 ; and during fuch period 
of Ten days it fhall be lawful for any Officer or Officers of fuch Regiment 
as fhall be appointed purfuant to the faid Adt of the forty-fixth year afore- 
said, to receive Volunteers from the faid Regiment, -Battalion, or Corps of 
Militia, to attend at the place of "Volunteering, and to receive and enlift 
fuch Men as fhall volunteer accordingly ; any thing in this Adi contained 
.to the contrary notwithftanding. 



And be it further Enadled, That all the powers, provifions, claufes, re- Powers of re- 
gulations, reftridlions and diredlions, mentioned and contained in the faid tende<fto Su 
recited Adt of the .forty-fixth year aforefaid, fhall be applied and put in Aft- 
force in the execution of this Adi, as fully and effedtually as .if the fame- 
were repeated and re-enadted in this Adt ; iand that the faid recited Adt 
and this Adt . fhall be conftrued together as one. Act, ..to all intents and purpofes 
v/hatfoever.
